The main cause of overweight is too liberal a 
use of those foods which might be called “fatten- 
ing.” These foods are the starches, sugars and 
fats. he person wishing to reduce is therefore 
advised to cut down on these particular foods. 
This does not mean that he is going to be starved, 
because he will be able to follow a diet which 
Will enable him to usg many delicious dishes but 
it does mean that he must keep a watchful eye 
on certain kinds of food. 

The best reducing diet I have found is one 
which provides a reasonable amount of meat 
daily, one egg daily, a light dessert such as gela- 


tin, 3 or 4 slices of well browned toast, and plenty 
of cooked and raw vegetables, with fruits. This 


is a well-balanced diet, providing the body with. 


an abundance of the food minerals, vitamins and 
also the protein need for repair of worn-out 
tissue. It is a diet protective to health and be- 
cause it contains plenty of the bulky foods it will 
be of value in helping to correct any tendency to 
constipation 

The patient f lowing this restricted diet 
should be able to lose at least a pound a week 
on an average, although there will probably be 
periods when the weight loss seems to slow up 
somewhat for a few days, regardless of the diet- 
ing 

I do not advise any attempt to bring about a 
rapid loss of weight as this is usually not alto- 
gether safe, whereas a slow loss is beneficial in 
every way. As the pounds come off, the patient 
has the consolation of knowing he is doing some- 
thing to help the heart, as an overweight con- 
dition tends to increase the load on this vital 
organ. 

Moreover, if there has been any arch trouble 
brought on by the strain induced when the arches 
are forced to carry too much weight, reduction 
, Will be of value in relieving the foot ¢ ndition. 

In many cases it a good plan to have the 
patient begin the reducing schedule by fastin 
on fruit juices for about 5 days. This will give 
him a good start as the weight will be reduced 
more rapidly when the fast is used. The same 
results may be obtained by dieting but the results 
will be slower and it is sometimes advisable to 
encourage the patient at the beginning by letting 
him find out he can actually lose fairly quickly 
Just through using nothing else but from juices. 
During the fast, daily enemas are necessary. 
When the patient is on the reducing diet, he is 
nerease his exercise, going about this gradual- 
times after the patient has been exer- 
becomes very “lonesome” for food and 
may finish off the exercise period by stuffing on 
the very foods he is told to avoid. The best w ay 
to meet this emergen to allow a glass of fruit 
juice or a slice or two of well-browned toast. The 
will allay the craving for something rich 
ill not make much difference in the way of 
adding weight.
